I cannot give you his 
address. 

Q Has Mrs. Stevens got that? 

A I am not sure whether she has or not. I think Miss 
Blodgett, who received the word from Oxley said that she 
couldn't quite get his address over the phone. I think 

he telephoned to her; I am not sure about that though. 

But it would not be hard to get Oc ley's address, I think, 
in Philadelphia. I think Mrs. Stevens is seeing to that 
now.
